or w holly to m ake a sensation or in 
some w ay interest readers w ithout re- ‘ 
gard to facts, w h ile ju st the reverse is 
the truth in all reputable newspaper es­ 
tablishm ents. 
It is safe to assum e that the state­ 
m ents of reporters given in the leading 
reputable journals of the country are 
quite as truthful as are the general 
statem ents from the pulpit when tho 
m inister gets outside of strictly reli- J 
gious teachings, and very much more 
truthful than are the public expressions 
of most if not all of the leading protea- 
sinus. 
W ith very few exceptions the 
managem ent of our leading daily new s- J 
papers enforce truthfulness and fairness 
as the supreme attributes for a newspa- J 
per writer, and yet it is common for all 
w ho are displeased w ith any feportorial 
statem ent to say that “ it ’s a uiero n ew s­ 
paper story.” 
| 
It is true that there are a few con* 
spicaous exceptions to the rule that gov- 
erns the reputable newspapers of the 
country. 
I 
N ot only are the managers of our 
leading newspapers entitled to great 
credit for the scrupulous care they in- 
force on their reporters and correspond­ 
ents to present the truth w ith an exact 
fairness as is possible, but the public 
little know the ceaseless care that is ex­ 
ercised in every reputable newspaper 
offloe to prevent the publication of even 
the truth when it w ould be more harm- * 
fu l to publish than to suppress it, There 
is not a week, indeed hardly a day, that 
the newspapers of this city do not sup- J 
press the facts proper for public iufor- ( 
alation w hich w ould m akoa most inter- 
eating story solely because it w ould 
bring a flood of sorrow to the innocent 
and helpless and cast an im perishable 
shadow upon their lives. 
W ith all the 
errors necessarily com m itted in a n ew s­ 
paper office by reason of the haste w ith 
w hich the articles m ust often be prepar­ 
ed, the public little know w ith w hat 
thorough integrity the newspapers, as a 
rule, protect the innocent even at the 
oost o f suppressing legitim ate and in ter­ 
esting inform ation. 
The skeletons of 
hundreds of households are carefully 
guarded in the newspaper offices of the 
country, and g en era l^ w ithout even the 
knowledge of the people w ho are thus 
protected.—-P hiladelphia Times.

It is safe to assume that the state­ 
ments of reporters given in the leading 
reputable journals of the country aro 
quite as truthful as are the general 
statements from the pulpit when the 
minister gets outside of strictly reli- j 
gious teachings, and very much more 
truthful than are the public expressions 
of most if not all of the leading protea- . 
With very few exceptions tho 
management of our leading daily news- ( 
papers enforce truthfulness and fairness 
as the supreme attributes for a newspa­ 
per writer, aud yet it is common for all 
who are displeased with any Reportorial 
statement to say that “ it’s a mere news­ 
paper story. ”

It is true that there are a few con- 
spicaons exceptions to the rule that gov- 
erns the reputable newspapers of the 
country.

Not only are the managers of our 
leading newspapers entitled to great 
credit for the scrupulous care they in- 
force on thi ir reporters and correspond­ 
ents to present the truth with as exact 
fairness as is possible, but the public 
little know the ceaseless care that is ex­ 
ercised in every reputable uewtqiaper 
office to prevent the publication of even 
the truth wheu it would be more harm- f 
fnl to publish than to suppress it. There 
is not a week, indeed hardly a day, that 
the newspapers of this city do not sup- J 
press the facts proper for public infer* ^ 
mat ion which would make a most inter­ 
esting story solely because it would 
bring a flood of sorrow to the innocent 
and helpless and cast an inqierisbable 
shadow upon their lives. W ith all the 
errors necessarily committed in a news­ 
paper office by reason of the baste with 
which the articles must often be prepar­ 
ed, the publio little know with what 
thorough integrity the newspapers, as a 
rule, protect the innocent even at the 
oost of suppressing legitimate and inter­ 
esting information.

Known 
H ere A ccident M ade th e 
W ell 
Scout a Show m an. 
An old Nebraskan was speaking of 
Buffalo Bill recently, aud incidentally 
he told how he came to engage in the 
6how business. 
“ Cody was for years a governm ent 
scout on “the w estern plains,” said the 
N ebraska man, “ and it was when he 
conducted tho buffalo exterm inating ex* 
pedition for tho entertainm ent of the 
G rand Duke Alexis in 1870— I think it 
w as— that ho got his name. 
Cody at 
th a t tim e distinguished him self by the 
num ber of buffaloes he killed, aud there­ 
by earned his cognomen, w hich was 
given him by the duke. 
W hile he was 
w ell known as a scout, he would prob­ 
ably have never been w idely known as 
a showman except for an accident. 
“ It was in 18M that the pimple of 
N orth Platte, Neb., near w hich town 
w as Cody’s ranch, decided to celebrate 
th e Fourth of July, and at the sugges­ 
tion of John K ieth, who is a w ealthy 
ranchm an a t Sutherland and 
North 
P la tte and form erly claim adjuster of 
tho Union Pacific, they selected a wild 
w est show. 
Cody w as one of the men 
m ost prom inently interested in 
the 
scheme, aud to him was left the work 
of securing the cowboys and Indm us to 
help out the show. 
In N orth P latte at 
th e tim e was an old stagecoach owned 
by Jim Stephenson of Omaha, who wa* 
the proprietor of the Deadwood-Sidney 
aud other w estern stage lines. 
At the 
suggestion of Cody the Indians wen* to 
attack the coach and be repulsed by the 
cowboys and soldiers. 
“ T hat Fourth was the hottest cele­ 
bration of Am erican independence ever 
seen in Nebraska. 
The Om aha papers 
had men to cover it, and it attracted a 
crow d from all parts of the w est 
The 
program m e w hich Cody and K ieth a r­ 
ranged included riding w ild I 
shooting, rope throw ing and all the o th ­ 
er am usem ents and business proceedings 
of a western man. 
“ It was a few days after the enter­ 
tainm ent, if such it m ay be called, that 
M att Kieth, no relation of John, but an 
old tim e western man, told Cody that it 
w as a big thing and ought to be repeat­ 
ed every F ourth of Ju ly . 
Cody a t once 
said that it was som ething 
new in 
A m erican entertainm ents, aud he be 
lieved th at by taking the aggregation 
east ho could m ake money. The m atter 
w as discussed in 
N orth P l a t t , and 
finally Cody said th at he would ad 
Vance the money and start out. 
He did 
so, and his suc cess is w ell known. 
“ W hen he first started, he had but a 
sm all show, but ho has added to ft. He 
got w ith him M ajor Burke, Sheila Caq 
field, B ill McCune, and Inst, but by ne, 
m eans least, N ate Salisbury. There wa? 
a quartet that cannot I** U>at, aud w ith 
Cody boomed the business. 
B ill has 
m ade and spent a dozen fortunes aud is 
today m aking money like a cranberry 
m erchant. ” — New York Press.

prop* rly cooked, is a succulent <ii*h 
th at w ill regal' the rn', t delicab t,> 
T his part, very strangely, is the first 
jo in t of the leg below the knee, which 


d ub would suppose! to bo tho toughest 
portion of the anim al. 
To prepare the 
joint a hole three feet deep is dug in 
the earth, and tho sides of it are baked 
bard by means of largo live coals, Most 
•)( tho coals are thru taken out, and th© 
elephant's foot is placed in the rude 
oven.

An old N ebraskan was speaking of 
Buffalo B ill recently, and incidentally 
he told bow he came to engage in the 
show business. 
“ Cody was for years a governm ent 
scout on “the w estern plain s,” said the 
N ebraska man, “ and it was when he 
conducted the buffalo exterm inating ex­ 
pedition for th e entertainm ent of the 
G rand Duke A lexis in 1870—1 think it 
w as— that he got his name.

Washington. April th.—The Spanish 
rn mister, Beuur Polo, ckwed a charter 
yesterday for an American steamer of 
the Plant line which carried practically 
the entire Spanish colony of Tampa, 
Fla , to Havana today. 
In making the 
charter the minister gave assurances 
that in case of hostilities the steamer 
would be cleared from Havana, given 
ample protection aud allowed to return 
t<» American port. 
The Spanish party 
will number AOS. most of them being 
young men who have offered their ser­ 
vice* to the Spain«h army in case of 
war. Some women and children are 
included, as they are a part of the col­ 
ony making the move, and it is said also 
that the hostility to Spanish residents 
in that locality has become marked of 
late. 
The consul and vice consul, with 
two assistants, will remain at Tampa. 
This is the point at which seven regi­ 
ments of infantry have been ordered to 
mobilise within the next few days, al­ 
though there is no intimation that the 
tUimmure of the Spanish colony is due 
to the, coneen ira hun ai United States 
troops at Tam pa. 
Senor polo received a number of dis­ 
patches from Madrid yesterday, but 
they developed no new phases of the 
question aud did not bear out the re­ 
ports that Spain would seek the food 
offices of Che United State* in caa* the 
house resolutions become a law. 
Ko official information has been re­ 
ceived here as to the reported negotia­ 
tions with General Gomes toward bis 
surrender, although there is im disposi­ 
tion to discredit the report. 
At the embassies and legations repre­ 
senting the six great powers of Europe 
the unusual activity of the last three 
weeks is noticeably relaxed, as it has 
now come to be accepted in those quar­ 
ters that there will be no action, cer­ 
tainly none of a radical character, to­ 
ward mediation or intervention between 
18}-aia and the United State*. 
While 
the recent exchange of notes was in 
progress some of the embassy office# 
here were open nightly until 8 a. rn. re­ 
ceiving and sending cipher dispatches 
ia connection with the effort of the 
powers to get together This proved un­ 
availing, however, and, as one of the 
best posted members of the diplomatic 
corps stated, “ the powers have too many 
troubles of their own to permit them to 
reach a concert in this affair.”
